Dangers of ‘Cruising’ 


by Tede Matthews 


Last month my roommate was accosted by a gang of seven youths on his way to his lover's 
home. They put a gun to his head. Although he escaped harm, others haven't been so fortunate. 
San Francisco police say they receive at least five such complaints a night from gay men. The tip 
of the iceberg. How many of us never report harassment? Even in this city, it’s all too easy to 
blame the victim. We're told we ask for it. Just as women are said to invite rape by walking the 


streets alone. 

Notwithstanding significant strides made to- 
wards equality in the last decade, we face ostra- 
cism ina hostile world. Anytime we as individu- 
als or as a movement celebrate our beauty, we 
can expect people to try te set us back. 

Hollywood is coming out with three anti-gay 
flicks this spring: Cruising, Windows, and Man- 
hattan After Midnight. 

Windows is about a Lesbian who falls in love 
with a straight woman. She hires a man to rape 
the woman, to turn her off to men. In a world 
filled with violence by men against women, this 
notion of a woman being responsible for another 
woman's rape is a sick distortion. 

Manhattan After Midnight concerns a woman 
whose husband comes out. She flips out, and 
brutally kills a number of gay men. 

Foremost in many.peoples’ minds, however, is 
Cruising — William Friedkin’s violent anti-gay 
film, which opens this month around the country. 

I've just finished reading the Cruising script. In 
the first scene, ‘‘a severed gangrenous Human 
Arm’’ is discovered floating in the polluted Hud- 
son. It bears a tattoo reading ‘’Pleasure.”’ Eight 
pages later, the murderer (Stuart Richards), wear- 
ing a leather hood, tries to fuck his next victim. 
Unable to get it up, he gags the man: 

“Then suddenly, an arm shoots up wielding an 
enormous Dagger. 

Stuart: I’m gonna’ give it to you good! 

Lukas: (muffled) Mmm. Mmm, 

The knife is in the air. It swoops to meet Lukas’ 
back. A look of astonishment and terror flashes 
over Lukas’ face. A splash of blood hits the wall.”’ 

Stuart finds his next victine, Eric, in the Rambles 
(Central Park). As they walk through the bushes, 
Stuart sings softly: ‘‘‘Who’s here...l’m 
here...you’re here...” 

“Eric giggles. Then... 

Stuart: I've been waiting for you!! 

Eric gasps. The Flash of a Blade catches the moon- 
light. A louder gasp — and thrashing. Black 
NIGHT.” : 


Next day, the police gather around Eric’s body. 
One calmly states; ‘Another ‘Charley Chop Off.’ 
His penis was in his mouth when we found 
him...same M.QO....hands and ankles tied the 
same way, left hand over, right hand un- 
der...same pattern to the stab wounds...all in the 
back...” 

Enter rookie cop Steve Burns (Al Pacino). It’s 
his job to go underground, as a decoy on the 
leather scene. Burns asks his captain, ‘‘How far 
do | have to go?” “If we send out an undercover 
narc, he grows a beard and long hair but he 
doesn’t have to become an addict.’’ But Burns 
becomes possessed by latent, surfacing desires. 
He grows distant from his girlfriend and becomes 
attracted to his neighbor, a struggling gay playw- 
right. 

Next victim: Martino Perry, a fashion designer. 
He encounters Stuart in a sleazy 50-cent porno 
movie booth. 

Stuart: “Get on yourknees...Do what! tell you. 
Now he slides down to a kneeling position and 
WE FOLLOW him down as he unzips Stuart’s fly. 
(Unseen) A Knite appears in frame, flashing in the 
beam of the projector. Itcomes down with delib- 
erate, venomous force. In EXTREMELY GRAINY 
CLOSE UP, we see the face of aman inthe 16mm 
film grimacing nN orgastic (sic) response. The 
shadow of the knite hand going up and coming 
down appears across the 16mm screen. We CUT 
TO an EXTREME CLOSE UP of MARTINO’s face 
in gasping frenzy. On the 16mm screen now, a 
MAN in Black Leather whips the naked buttocks 
of a Man locked into a (medieval) Stock. GRAINY 
CLOSEUP. of a Buttocks being whipped on the 
screen. A rush of Blood explodes against the 
image on the screen.” 

The images are too obvious to ignore the mes- 
sage. The severed arm, its tattoo. The porno flick 
splattered with blood. Moral: the wages of sin 
(homosexuality, promiscuity) is death! Prejudices 
that allow homophobes to feel justified in killing 
us or denying us basic rights. We can’t forget the 
1977 slaying of Robert Hillsborough in San Fran- 
cisco. His assailants were alleged to have shouted 
pro-Anita slogans as he, too, fell to the 
homophobes’ knife.

means.”’ Neither does the straight American pub- 
lic. The truth is that happy homosexuals don’t 
exist in any Hollywood films, unless they turn 
heterosexual (A Different Story, for example).

acting in self-defense. We refuse to be exploited 
by straight profiteers invading our turf. The right 
to say what one wants means little to those who 
haven't the bucks — and the power that money 
wields — to make themselves heard. 

Cruising director William Friedkin defends the 
film to journalist Vito Russo, maintaining ‘‘this 
isn’t a film about gay life. It’s a murder mystery 
with an aspect of the gay world as background.” 
As a mystery, however, Cruising fails to leave us 
guessing ‘‘whodunit’’. Early on, we know the 
murderer. More to the point is the observation of 
Paul Sorvino, an actor in the movie: ‘It shows 
that being gay is dangerous to begin with, and 
being drawn to that kind of violence is unfortu- 
nate.” 

In the climactic confrontation scene, Burns and 
Stuart meet after dark in Central Park. They retreat 
to a dark tunnel and face each other: 

“Stuart: How big are you? 

Burns: Party size.

Tasting blood, Burns 
quiets his homosexual urges. He returns to his 
girlfriend. Ahappy, schmaltzy, heterosexual end- 
ing. She looks to him and delivers the film’s final 
line: ‘It looks like a beautiful day. Doesn’t it?” 

A beautiful day for Hollywood. A beautiful day 
for United Artists anal its big daddy, the Trans- 
america Corporatién. And another cultural set- 
back to our collective integrity as a minority 
community. 

EXPLOITING GAY S&M 
Cruising presents violence as if it were 

natural, without examining why it’s dangerous to 
be gay in this society. It gives the S&M world a 
hellish aura — equating homosexuality with 
homocide. Friedkin says he doesn’t ‘‘pretend to 
understand” leather bars, ‘‘but they exist. And 
yes, they’re violent. While | was doing my re- 
search, there were two murders at the Anvil.’’ He

by a rowdy drunk, the other by a pickpocket. 
Neither had sexual overtones. 

Friedkin also refused to consult with the gay 
community. Instead, he went to the straight own- 
ers of New York's Mine Shaft (one of whom was 
booted from the force for blackmailing gays). The 
community decided to talk to Friedkin — in the 
streets. Gays don’t fight back in Cruising. But East 
Coast gays kept the police busier during filming 
than at anytime since’the Stonewall Rebellion. 
The protests lasted a month, with 11 major night- 
time demonstrations — nonviolent but angry. 
Violence broke out a few nights when the NYPD 
riot squad charged the crowds, cracking heads. 
Whistle-blowing ruined sound recording and 
most of the film had to be re-dubbed in post- 
production. The protests cost Friedkin millions 
beyond his budget. The film industry got the 
powerful message that we won't tolerate media 
homophobia.

Ghirardelli Square Cinema. A coalition of groups 
is mobilizing the Lesbian and Gay Male com- 
munity to be there and every night of its run to 
voice our opposition.
